7.  Any  person  qualified  as  hereinbefore  provided 
to  vote  at  the  first  election  shall  be  qualified  to  be 
a  candidate  for  election  as  Trustee  at  the  first 
election. 

8.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom  the 
greatest  number  of  qualified  voters  vote  at  the 
general  meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  10  hereof 
shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting 
of  1932,  the  candidate  elected  for  whom  the  second 
greatest  number  of  qualified  voters  vote  shall  hold 
office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1931,  and 
the  candidate  elected  for  whom  the  third  greatest 
number  of  qualified  voters  vote  shall  hold  office  until

First  Meeting  of  the  First  Trustees. 

9.  The  first  Trustees  of  the  said  improvement 
district  shall  first  meet  on  the  first  Monday  follow¬ 
ing  their  election,  and  if  the  same  is  a  holiday,  then 
on  the  day  next  following  which  is  not  a  holiday. 

Returning  Officer  and  iiis  Instructions. 

19.  John  Hall,  of  Erickson,  British  Columbia, 
shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election  of 
Trustees  of  the  said  improvement  district.  The 
Returning  Officer  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of 
the  owners  of  land  within  the  improvement  district 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  three  Trustees.

12.  The  lands  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the 
district  shall  for  the  first  assessment  be  classified 
into  two  grades  upon  the  following  method  of  grad¬ 
ing  : — 

Grade  A :  Comprising  all  arable  and  irrigable 
land  in  the  district. 

Grade  B :  Comprising  all  other  land  in  the 
district. 

Special  Provisions. 

13.  There  shall  be  no  obligation  upon  the  im¬ 
provement  district  or  the  Trustees  to  supply,  con¬ 
vey,  or  deliver  water  for  the  irrigation  of  any  land 
not  classified  in  Grade  A  in  the  first  assessment  roll 
of  the  district  as  that  roll  is  finally  revised  by  the 
Court  of  Revision,  but  the  Trustees  may  deliver 
water  to  such  land  if  they  deem  it  in  the  interest

“A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discuss¬ 
ing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters  relating 
i  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the  improvement  district 
j  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be 
brought  up  at  a  general  meet  ing. 
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“At  fourteen  days’  notice  of  every  general 

meeting  shall  he  given  by  notices  mailed  to  each 
resident  owner  <d'  land  in  the  district  at  his  or  her 
last-known  address  and  posted  np  in  a  conspicuous 
public  place  in  the  territorial  limits.  The  said 
notices  may  be  in  Form  -I  of  Schedule  A  of  the 
•  Water  Act.’ 

“The  qualified  voters  present  at  a  general  meet- 
except  the  one  called  pursuant  to  clause  10 
hereof,  shall  choose  a  chairman  and  a  secretary  pf 
the  meeting.  The  persons  so  chosen  shall  he  chair¬ 
man  and  secretary  respectively  of  the  next  succeed¬ 
ing  general  meeting  until  a  new  chairman  and 
secretary  have  been  chosen. 

“The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  that  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting,  including  all  resolutions 
proposed  and  the  action  taken  thereon  and  all  votes 
taken  upon  any  matter.  The  persons  entitled  to  vote

into  force  upon  a  date  to  be  named  by  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  by  his  Proclamation  ;  and 

Whereas  Our  said  Lieutenant-Governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council,  has  been 
pleased  to  direct,  by  Order  in  Council  in  that 


Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  in 
Chiropody. 

1.  The  applicant  for  a  certificate  to  practise 
chiropody  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  shall 
furnish  to  the  Board,  on  forms  provided  by  the 
Board,  the  information  required  therein.  Such  ap¬ 
plication,  together  with  the  full  fee  for  exemption 
or  examination,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  date  set 
for  the  meeting  of  the  Board  for  examination  of 
candidates  and  the  consideration  of  exemptions. 

2.  Any  person  who  has  complied  with  the  en¬ 
trance  requirements  of  the  British  Columbia  As¬ 
sociation  of  Chiropodists  and  has  been  a  member  of 
that  Association  prior  to  January  1st,  1929,  shall 
be  held  to  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Board  for  purposes  of  examination  and  registra¬ 
tion. 

.3.  Any  person  not  entitled  to  register  as  afore¬ 
said.  who  shall  furnish  the  Board  with  satisfactory 
proof  that  he  or  she  is  twenty-one  years  of  age 
or  over,  and  of  good  moral  character,  and  that  he 
or  she  has  received  a  preliminary  training  equal 
to  the  matriculation  requirements  of  the  University 
of  British  Columbia  or  any  other  recognized  Cana¬ 
dian  university  or  its  equivalent,  and  has  received 
a  diploma  or  certificate  of  graduation  from  a  college 
or  school  of  chiropody  approved  by  the  Board, 
having  a  minimum  requirement  of  two  scholastic 
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years,  embracing  eight  and  a  half  months  of  in¬ 
struction  in  each  year,  a  minimum  total  of  twenty- 
six  hundred  hours,  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  the 
fee  as  fixed  by  the  Association,  be  examined  as 
provided  herein,  and  if  found  qualified  shall  be 
registered,  and  shall  receive  in  testimony  thereof 
a  certificate  signed  by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary 
of  the  Board  as  provided  for  in  section  5  of  the 
“  Chiropody  Act.” 

4.  The  examination  shall  be  written,  oral,  or 
clinical,  or  a  combination  of  two  or  more  of  the 
said  methods,  as  the  Board  may  determine.  The 
examination  shall  embrace  the  subjects  of  anatomy, 
physiology,  chemistry,  bacteriology,  histology,  path¬ 
ology,  diagnosis  and  treatment,  materia  medica  and 
therapeutics  and  clinical  chiropody,  but  said  exam¬ 
ination  shall  be  so  limited  in  their  scope  as  to  cover 
only  the  requirements  for  chiropody  education  as 
herein  provided,  and  shall  not  be  construed  to 
require  of  the  applicant  a  medical  or  surgical  educa¬ 
tion  other  than  deemed  necessary  for  the  practice 
of  chiropody.  The  minimum  requirement  for  regis¬ 
tration  of  applicants  under  sections  3  and  4  of  these 
regulations  shall  be  based  on  a  general  average  of 
seventy-five  per  cent,  in  any  one  subject. 

5.  (a.)  The  examinations  shall  be  conducted  by 
one  or  more  members  of  the  Board  ;  but  the  ques¬ 
tion-papers  shall  be  examined  by  the  members  of  the 
Board  preparing  them,  each  member  examining  the 
paper  he  has  prepared.  The  Board  shall  finally 
decide  upon  the  value  of  each  paper. 

(6.)  If  a  candidate  fails  to  attain  a  general 
average  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  after  he  has 
passed  in  all  subjects  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
failed;  and  failure  to  attain  sixty  per  cent,  in  any 
subject  shall  be  deemed  a  failure  in  that  subject ; 
provided  that  if  a  candidate  shall  fail  in  not  more 
than  two  subjects,  his  general  average  as  aforesaid 
shall  not  be  computed  until  has  has  tried  and 
passed  his  supplemental  examinations  in  such  sub¬ 
jects.  If  in  such  latter  event  his  general  average 
shall  be  less  than  seventy-five  per  cent,  he  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  failed  in  his  examinations. 

G.  The  examinations  shall  be  held  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  Board  may  determine. 

7.  Failure  in  more  than  two  subjects  shall  neces¬ 
sitate  taking  the  whole  examination  over  again. 
In  case  of  failure  in  one  or  two  subjects  only,  the 
candidate,  upon  application  and  payment  of  fees 
therefor,  shall  be  permitted  to  take  supplemental 
examinations  in  such  subjects  without  further  exam¬ 
inations  in  other  subjects. 

8.  The  Chairman  of  Board  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall  call  all  meetings 
of  the  Board.  He  shall  countersign  all  cheques 
drawn  by  the  Secretary-Treasurer;  call  meetings  of 
the  Board  upon  the  written  request  of  two  members 
of  the  Board,  stating  the  reasons  therefor;  approve 
all  vouchers  paid  by  the  Secretary-Treasurer;  sign 
the  minutes  of  each  meeting  when  approved  by  the 
Board;  and  act  generally  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  his  office  for  the  proper  carrying- 
out  of  the  duties  of  the  Board;  and  in  his  unavoid¬ 
able  absence  from  any  meeting  of  the  Board  the 
members  may  choose  one  of  their  number  to  act 
as  Chairman  of  such  meeting. 

D.  All  resolutions  presented  to  the  Board  shall 
be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  mover  and  seconder. 

10.  The  order  of  business  of  the  Board  shall  be: 
Iloll-call.  reading  of  minutes  of  the  previous  meet¬ 
ing;  business  arising  out  of  minutes,  correspon¬ 
dence;  reports  of  committees,  unfinished  business; 
new  business;  accounts. 

11.  The  Secretary  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  furnish  a  bond  to  the  Board  in  a 
form  satisfactory  to  the  Board,  in  such  sum  or 
sums  as  the  Board  thinks  fit,  with  a  condition  that 
the  Secretary -Treasurer  shall  well  and  faithfully 
carry  out  the  duties  of  his  office  and  account  for 
and  pay  over  to  the  Board  all  moneys  he  receives 
on  behalf  of  the  Board,  and  such  bonds  and  condi¬ 
tions  shall  lie  sued  upon  by  the  Board  in  the  names 
of  the  members  of  the  Board  in  the  event  of  any 
default  or  wilful  misconduct  of  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer.  The  premium  of  such  bond  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Board. 

12.  The  Secretary  shall: — 


(a.)  Conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Board:

(/.)  He  shall  keep  such  books  of  record  and  ac¬ 
count  as  the  Board  shall  approve,  and  per¬ 
mit  any  member  of  the  Board  to  inspect  the 
the  same  at  any  time : 

(g.)  He  shall  receive  all  moneys  payable  to  the 
Board  and  place  the  same  to  the  credit  of 
the  Board  of  Examiners  in  Chiropody  in  a 
chartered  bank  approved  by  the  Board : 

(/i.)  Keep  a  record  of  the  results  of  all  examina¬ 
tions  : 

( i .)  Under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  take  all 
necessary  steps  and  proceedings  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  the  “  Chiropody  Act  ”  and 
amendments  and  regulations  pursuant  there¬ 
to. 

13.  All  cheques  shall  be  signed  by  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  receive 
such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  Board 
may  determine. 

14.  On  the  first  Tuesday  in  the  month  of  June  of 
each  year  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board,  shall  prepare  and  shall 
certify,  under  his  hand  and  the  hand  of  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Board,  a  roster  setting  forth  in  alpha¬

entitled  to  practise  under  the  “  Chiropody  Act.” 

15.  Three  members  of  the  Board  personally  pre¬ 
sent  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Board,  which  has  been  called  after  three  days’ 
notice  in  writing  to  each  member  of  the  Board, 
stating  the  time  and  the  place  of  the  meeting. 

16.  The  Board  shall  manage  and  dispose  of  all 
moneys  and  funds  coming  into  its  hands  in  such 
manner  and  for  such  purposes  as  it  shall  deem 
advisable  for  the  advancement,  betterment,  and 
regulation  of  the  practice  of  chiropody  in  the  Prov¬ 
ince,  subject  always  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
in  that  behalf.  The  Board  may  invest  its  surplus 
or  reserve  funds  in  bonds  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  or  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  or 
any  British  Columbia  municipality,  but  not  other¬ 
wise. 

17.  For  •the  maintenance  of  an  ethical  standard 
and  for  the  government  and  honour  of  those  engaged 
in  the  practice  of  chiropody,  it  is  hereby  provided  : — 

(1.)  That  no  chiropodist,  either  in  his  own  name 
or  in  the  name  of  any  one  associated  with 
him,  shall  advertise  charges  or  fees  in  respect 
to  the  practice  of  chiropody  in  any  news¬ 
paper,  sign,  circular,  card,  booklet,  or  print¬ 
ing  or  writing  of  any  kind  : 

(2.)  No  chiropodist  shall  offer  any  cash  or  other 
consideration  for  the  procuring  of  patients 
through  third  parties: 

(3.)  No  chiropodist  shall  offer  to  guarantee  a 
cure  either  verbally  or  in  writing  or  by 
advertisement  or  otherwise. 

Any  chiropodist  who  violates  the  above  shall  be 
deemed  t<>  have  committed  a  violation  of  the  law. 
and  shall  be  liable  to  have  his  certificate  revoked 
by  the  Board  pursuant  to  section  10  of  the  “Chiro¬ 
pody  Act.” 

18.  Every  person  registered  by  the  Board  shall 
continuously  display  his  name  at  the  entrance  to 
thi>  place  where  he  is  carrying  on  his  practice.  In 
case  of  two  or  more  persons  associating  themselves 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  practice  of 
chiropody,  then  the  name  of  each  and  every  one  of 
the  associates  shall  be  displayed. 
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I!).  Subject  always  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“Chiropody  Act”  and  of  these  regulations,  the 
Hoard  may  from  time  to  time  by  resolution  enact 
by-laws  pertaining  to  its  functions  and  governing 
its  conduct  of  its  business,  and  may  from  time  to 
time  amend,  repeal,  re-enact,  and  add  to  tile  same.

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within-  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ’’—whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  \or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.

Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person  J 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a  printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices  pub¬ 
lished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affidavit 
or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  paper;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not 
to  be  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  dur¬ 
ing  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.
